FRANKFURT, Germany, Feb. |

a phantom German armaments | 
maker they termed “the greatest | 
single power behind the Nazi ma- | 
chine,” with an industrial empire | 
expanded by seized foreign plants. 

They identified him as Fredrich 
Flick, 62, head of a $400,000,000 
combine, and declared he possess- | 
ed “the greatest economic power | 
of any single industrialist in Nazi | 
Germany.” | 

Flick, starting in 1933, built up | 
greater controls than those held 
by the Krupp munitions family 
in three wars from 1870, but 
worked so anonymously that he 
was virtually unknown both 
abroad and in Germany, an), 
American investigator said. | 

Much of his holdings came from | 
forced sales of Jewish plants and) 
mines, and from stolen French, 


Czecholovak and Soviet property, - 


said Josif Marcu Jr., of New York 
City, head of a treasury and War 
Department de-cartelization group. 
The holdings are being broken 
up by the Allies. 
THREAT TO CONTROL 
“So intricate were Flick’s pene- 
trations in Nazi industry that 
Flick still could be a_ greater 
danger to the Allied control over 
armament production than any 
single German industrialist now 


alive,” Marcu said. | 
Marcu said his team would | 
recommend Flick’s indictment at 
any second war crimes trial, for 
“we consider Flick a greater 
criminal than Krupp, for he grew 
with the Nazi regime and seized 
more personal economic power 
than Krupp ever held.” | 
Gustav Krupp von Bohlen and 
Halbach was originally indicted 
as one of 24 leading Nazi war 
criminals but has not been brought 
to trial because he has senile soft- 
ening of the brain. 
Flick is held in Preungshneim 
prison near here for questioning, 
and directors of his combine also 
are in custody.

Was /annotnced 
last June 6 by. the “12th 
Group headquarters in Wiesbaden. 
Marcu said top secret German 
production records showed that 
Flick was ahead of Krupp in value 
of holdings, and in output of steel, 
coal and finished armaments. 


USED SLAVE LABOR 

Employing tens of thousands of 
slave workers, including women, 
Flick grew under the Nazis to be- 
come Germany’s second largest 
producer of armaments. His pro- 
duction was behind only that of 
the giant Vereingte Stahlwerke 
combine, which was not owned by 
one individual. 

Airplanes, tanks, armored 
trains, cannon, shells, army 
trucks, submarine, naval and V-1l 
robot bomb parts all were pro- 
duced in finishing plants of Flick’s 
empire. His control over vital 
steel and coal production through- 
out Germany was carefully con- 
cealed. 

Flick produced war weapons 
from his secretly owned plants as 
early as 1933. By 1942, he had cre- 
ated a combine of 129 concerns 
which he owned either outright, 
or almost totally. These firms 
alone had an actual value of more 
than 1,000,000,000 Reichsmarks or 
$400,000,000 at prewar exchange. 
Flick’s investments in dozens of 
other companies have not yet been 
determined fully. 

Marcu said that Flick from the 
outset hid his manipulations, or-

House Republicans Open Drive 
For World Ban on Conscription 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—(AP)—Over President Truman’s opposition, house Republi- 
cans opened a drive Wednesday to sidetrack universal military training in favor of an ef- 
fort to bring about an international ban on conscription. 

Their floor leader, Rep. Martin, of Massachusetts, proposed to the House Military Com- 
mittee that “while we are now obliged to keep a sixsshooter in one hand, we extend the 


olive branch.of peace with the other 
Martin 


Was the first witness as‘ 


the committee started hearings on 
his proposal that the United States 
take the lead in seeking to outlaw 
peacetime conscription every- 
where and in obtaining agreement 
among the nations for ‘the even- 
tual reduction of armaments.” 


Witnesses scheduled later in- 
clude Secretary of State Byrnes. 

The committee recently finished 
hearings on universal training leg- 
islation requested by Mr. Truman, 
who told a news conference last 
week he thought Martin’s plan 
was not practical. 

“ONE FIRST STEP” 

While Martin claimed almost 
solid Republican backing for his 
proposal, he asked the committee 
not to regard it as “a Republican 
suggestion” but as “the one first 
step in a series of steps which 
must be taken by the American 
people if we are to achieve the 
peace.” 

On behalf of the Republican 
party he promised support for “a 
definite foreign policy, provided 
only that the administration ad- 
heres to high principle and is loyal 
to the interests of the American 
people.” 

Not until armies and military 
establishments have been reduced 
to “a reasonable level,” he said, 
will the world “be sure of peace.” 


He suggested that the United 
States take the lead, through the 
United Nations Organization, in 
seeking the objectives proposed in 
his legislation. The support of 
Britain, Russia, China and France, 
he noted, would be needed to 
make the proposal effective. 
MARTIN’S STATEMENT 

Obviously referring to the Pres- 
ident’s reaction, Martin declared: 

“To those who say this proposal 
is impractical, I say you will not 
know how practical it is until you 
try it, and the least it can do is 
to test the good faith of the world 
powers. 

“Fither the governments of the 
world want peace and do not need 
the regiments and hardware of 
war, or we must conclude that 
they want huge armaments be- 
cause they expect to use them. In 
either event, now is the time to 
find out.” 

While finding out, he added, the 
United States should keep “a 
strong Army, and a strong Navy, 
and a strong Air Force in being, 

.. fully armed and equipped with 
modern weapons, ready and able 
to fend off the kind of sudden 
blow with which the next war 
would undoubtedly start.”

Meat Plants 
Told To Hurry 
Wage Boosts 


CHICAGO, Feb. 7.—(UP)— 
Gayle Armstrong, government rep- 
resentative in charge of meat op- 
erations, Wednesday night ordered 
federally-seized packing plants to 

ut into effect immediately the 

6-cent hourly wage increase ap- 
proved by the Wage Stabilization 
Board. 

The government has been oper- 
ating 135 meat packing plants 
seized to halt a nationwide walk- 
out by the United Packinghouse 
Workers (CIO) and the Amalga- 
mated Meat Cutters (AFL) for 
higher wages. 


The increase, recommended by a 
presidential fact-finding panel and 
approved by the WSB, was or- 
dered retroactive to Jan. 26, the 
day the government took over the 
strike-bound plants. 


Armstrong requested that all 
other packing plants not under 
government operation to start ne- 
gotiations with their employes for 
pay boosts in line with the general 
pattern recommended by the WSB. 


The WSB had said that meat 
prices would have to be increased 
to absorb the pay boosts and that 
the average cost to the consumer 
would be about 1% per cent high 
er within a month.

The Dahlonega Nugget was re- 
puted at one time to have the wid- 
est out-of-state circulation of any 
county newspaper, made famous 
by the keen satire of the late edi-

also has signed an agreement with 
the UAW. 

Signing of the new Ford contract 
culminated negotiations that began 
last October. Once a wage agree- 
ment was reached tn January con- 
tract parleys were rushed. 

John S. Bugas, Ford industrial 
relations director, joined with the 
union in a formal statement antic- 
ipating there would be no recur- 
rence of the persistent outbursts 
of wildcat strikes that marked 
Ford’s wartime relations with the

Too Early To Bring 
All the Boys Home 


NUERNBERG, Germany—(By Mail)—One of 
our educational men said that the other day 
he went to a German school and asked some 

questions of a class. 
“What do you think of the atrocities?” he asked. 
The pupils looked dutifully toward their teacher. 
_ “Why,” asked the teacher, “do you want to bring up ancient 
history? The war is over.” 
You think of that, in the court at Nuernberg. 


After all, only a few persons in America and the rest of the 
world saw the movies of the horrible concentration camps the 
Germans ran—only a few saw the piled masses of thousands of 
skeleton-like corpses—only a few saw the movies and the pictures 
of the living dead, men and women who were thin to the point of 
actual skin and bone—only a few recall that Gen. Dwight Eisen- 
hower went in person to the camps and saw the horror and called 
for witnesses to be brought over from our civil life. The smell 
of those camps of filthy, starved and dying persons could be 
smelled for 25 miles when the wind was blowing. I talked with 
newspaper correspondents who brought away books and diaries 
from the camps and who said that six months later the smell of 
— — horror and disease and filth was still in the paper of 

e books. 


Yet, we forget all this too easily. 
We are prone to say that it was perhaps exaggerated; that it 
was not explained properly, and so on. 
I wrote something of the German 


The German Sickness sickness after seeing Greece and 


France and Belgium last year. You cannot help kill or degrade 
your fellow man, as the Germans made thousands do—and re- 
main a person as before. If you have helped hang a fellow man; 
or pushed him into latrines, or made him wallow in filth or 
consume it; if you have had that done to you by a fellow man you, 
too, will have lost something of manhood and heart and will be 
a cold, hating killer ... or you will be broken and wretched. I 
do not think it has been made plain enough that one of the delib- 
erate plans of the Germans was to degrade men and women, to 
make starving animals of them, to see them fight for scraps of 
garbage; to make them go about naked doing degrading things 
before others; to become beasts. 

As the story unfolded from witness after witness you seemed 
to hear the laughter of the SS guards and the criminals they em- 
ployed. The SS guards usually were in some supervisory capacity. 
They turned over to criminals, taken from German jails, the ac- 
tual job of feeding, “disciplining,” and working the prisoners. There 
were always fresh thousands coming, so they didn’t take much care 
about feeding, seeing to their health, keeping them warm or 
strong. When they were too weak to work then they were shot 
or gassed.

All this witnesses told ... witnesses who had been 
there ... who bore the marks—who survived. God 


His name was He came in 
dressed in a neat gray suit. He said he preferred to speak in 
English, though he knew German better. He was an attorney in 
Oslo. He had opposed the German occupation and he had tried, 
with others, to get news through to the Allies. 


They came for him one day. They took him away and beat 
him to unconsciousness for three successive days. Then they put 
his legs into a rack and screwed down a large wooden screw 
until, as he expressed it in his slow English, “The meat was torn 
from the bone.” 

You do not believe it? 

The scars on his mutilated legs show it. 

They did the same thing to his neck, tearing the muscles away 
from the neck bone. 

You do not believe it? 

He was paralyzed on one side for months. 
a half-paralyzed swing of one leg. He does not see well. 
scars are there. 

They took sharp blades, ran them under his nails and broke 
out the nails. They did many other horrible things to him. He 
was unconscious often, he does not remember what happened on 
some days. But, he lived. They sent him to a camp and he rode 
in open coal cars four days in zero weather. He recalls how they 
huddled together without food, catching snow and rain in their 
hands for the only moisture they got. He recalls the dead bodies 
thrown out at each stop. He told of some 400 Norwegians who 
started on the long journey and of how 40 got there alive. Of 
that number he knows ten today. All through his testimony he 
called off names of those who had died—lawyers, doctors, busi- 
ness men, students—it was a moving, scalp-tingling thing to see 
him there and hear-him and to see that he had lasted it out and 
could testify against the Nazi leaders there in the dock. 

So, it is important not to forget—not to bring all the boys 
home.

Biggest Atlanta Fire 
Was Thirty Years Ago 


Whenever I see, or read of, a particularly 

costly or spectacular fire, memory harks to that 

day almost thirty years ago—it was May, 1917, 

—when the worst fire in Atlanta history ravaged fifty, sixty or 
a hundred blocks. 

On second thought, I'll take back that adjective “worst.” I 
suppose it was, actually, Atlanta’s second worst conflagration. 
If what I have read is true—in “Gone With the Wind” and other- 
wise—actually the worst local blaze was when a certain unwel- 
come visitor named Sherman came. 

However, the 1917 blaze was bad enough. 


Spread Fast 


wood avenue. 

I was driving to work in an automobile with two or three 
other fellows. We came along Edgewood avenue toward town 
and just after we crossed the viaduct we saw the blaze. We saw, 
too, owners and employes of business establishments on Edgewood 
avenue, in the path of the flames, frantically working to move 
their more expensive equipment into the street, thus hoping to 
save it. 

By that time the blazing embers were beginning to carry across 
Edgewood, borne on a high wind. 

“Let’s see if it is spreading north,” said one of those in our 
car. So we turned north at the next corner and drove as fast 
as we could some three or four blocks north, then turned east 
again, into the path of the flames. When we reached Boulevard, 
houses northward, beyond us, were blazing, g0 fast, did the fire 
spread. 

In the path of the fire practically everything was wooden con- 
struction. Some fine old homes and many good residences: The 
wind carried sparks and blazing embers so fast that shingle-roofed 
dwellings a block ahead of the main fire would burst into flame 
before anyone could reach them. 

I was, shortly after arriving on the scene, with the late Britt 
Craig, Constitution reporter, whom I’ve always believed to have 
been the best newspaper reporter who ever worked on an At- 
lanta newspaper. 

Britt had his hair and eyebrows scorched that afternoon, drag- 
ging a bed-ridden, helpless woman out of a house just before it 
collapsed. 

The fire swept a path several blocks wide, along Boulevard 
generally speaking, and did not stop until it reached Ponce de 
Leon, just west of the ball park. They only halted the blaze then 
by dynamiting some splendid homes in its path and thus creating 


a firebreak. 

eb In due time the ravaged area was rebuilt, 
The New Buildings but not with individual homes as be- 
fore. That is why there are so many apartment houses in the 
Boulevard area today. P 

Many were made homeless by that fire. I was living, at the 
time, a few blocks beyond Little Five Points. Street car service 
on some lines was halted and, for a few days, I stayed with a 
bachelor friend in his uptown apartment. 

Somewhere near Edgewood there had always been a large, open 
area, a block or more in extent. Jt was, once upon a time, where 
the circus pitched its tents on its annual visit. It was, too, the 
site of the great wooden tabernacle where Billy Sunday conducted 
a sensational revival series daily, for five or six weeks. 

On the night after the great fire that open space was covered 
with homeless Negro families, sleeping, or trying to sleep, in the 
open air. Fortunately the weather was warm. Believe me or 
not, when I stood on the edge of that open area, late that night, 
I heard a soft chorus of Negro voices singing “Tenting Tonight.” 

The national guard opened their mess at the armory, then above 
the old auditorium, and sent out trucks loaded with baskets of 
sandwiches and great cans filled with hot coffee, for the firemen 
and poliee and soldiers on guard around the devastated areas 
and for the destitute homeless, wandering around the edges. 

The marvel of such a fire was that, in so far as anyone ever 
knew, not one life was lost. There were rumors of several Ne- 
gro children being burned, but they were never proven true. 

It was a wild day. Let us hope Atlanta will never see a repeat 
performance.

We Must 
Have Facts 


The truth that makes men free 


is known to very few. Even men 
of good sense, who are intellectu- 
ally honest and diligent to learn, 
often have ideas about current 
events that have no foundation 
in fact. 


One of these, writing a letter of 
protest, speaks of “the millions 
GM has hidden in Mexico to es- 
cape taxes.” Another, with a dif- 
ferent prejudice, says: “The GM 
workers walked out when they 
got their orders from Moscow.” 


Here is a matter, apparently un- 
important, which has: almost un- 
limited capacity for mischief. 

Where does anybody get such 
ideas? If he is not a professional 
and crooked propagandist, he does 
not deliberately invent them. 


Question him and he will say: 

“I saw it in a newspaper.” Or 
somebody tola him. But not one 
person in sc res can. correctly 
quote a remaik he heard or a 
statement he read 24 hours be- 
fore. 
If he saw it in a newspaper, in 
what part of the paper was it 
printed? Was it in a letter to the 
editor, or in a news story? Was 
it a statement made by the writ- 
er, or a quotation? 


If a statement <9 charged with 
dynamite is made by an experi- 
enced and responsible _ reporter, 
every word is carefully weighed 
and deliberately chosen to report 
the fact as briefly and accurately 
as possible. The slightest devia- 
tion from the reporter’s wording 
may change the story from fact 
to fiction. 


Yet never in my life have I 
heard anybody quote, or even at- 
tempt to quote, the exact words 
of a news story. We don’t memo- 
rize what we read. 

In fact, we do not use the ex- 
act words in. constructing our 
ideas. They form the outline of 
a picture, and we unconsciously 
use our imagination to fill in the 
details. 

That is why skilled propagan- 
dists use catch phrases, endlessly 
repeated, to put over an idea. It 
also explains why two people, 
reading the same version of a 
news story, get different ideas of 
what happened. 

The story says: “Violence flared 
briefly when office workers at- 
tempted to cross the picket line.” 
How much violence? One reader 
sees half a dozen office workers 
making the attempt, another sees 
scores. 
and pulling one another; the oth- 
er sees. ball bats and lead pipes 
swinging and hears skulls crack- 
ing. 

The truth, if we can learn it, 
enables us to make fair decisions 
and solve great problems justly. 
But controversy fills the air with 
untruth and halftruths and prej- 
udiced rumor, and for want of 
simple, dependable facts we mag- 
nify our problems and all suffer 
together while they remain un- 
solved.

The President's 
News Conferences _ 


WASHINGTON.—White House observers pro- 
fess to see signs of Pres. Truman developing 
a new technique for his news conferences. 

At.the outset of his presidential office Mr. Truman adopted 
an attitude of complete frankness and forthrightness. No questions 
were barred and he sought to answer every one as openly as the 
circumstances permitted. 

There is no recollection even of him barring “if” questions, which 
were taboo under the long Roosevelt regime. An “if” question is 
one built on the possibility of something else intervening in a situa- 
tion, ur happening. 

President Roosevelt always shunted queries of this kind aside, 
refusing to answer. He wisely took the position that he had trouble 
enough already without making decisions on anticipated contingen- 
cies in advance of their actual happening. 


o . President Truman’s willingness to 
Truman s Technique take on all comers in his press con- 
ferences, within the bounds of propriety, of course, showed a cer- 
tain admirable quality, but it has not always worked too well. 

There are a lot of things a president cannot afford to say pub- 
licly, regardless of how he may feel privately. Particularly does this 
apply to matters of diplomacy and international relations. It is 
capable of bringing repercussions on the domestic political front 
also. 

Take the extemporaneous comment Mr. Truman made at a 
recent press conference on the Ickes-Pauley incident, for example. 
In reply to a rather casual question, which easily might have been 
ignored, he directed certain critical remarks at Mr. Ickes which 
led to his resignation as secretary of interior. 

And so from this and an accumulation of similar incidents 
Mr. Truman is apparently changing his press conference technique. 
Here of late he seems to have borrowed a chapter from the meth- 
ods of his predecessor by answering troublesome questions with 
the simple observation, “No comment.” 

At his news conference last week it was noted that he em- 
ployed the term a rumber of times in sidestepping queries which 
perhaps were better left unanswered. Most of them concerned 
Russia—whether Moscow has a moral right to go after or secrets 
o* the atomic bomb, and the like. 


~ mt Time has proven that it was the wisest policy. 
Wise Policy A president, who is the head of a great nation, 
simply cannot afford always to think out loud. His thinking is 
bound to offend certain elements, however it may be directed. The 
safest course is not to comment. 

Mr. Truman is evidently finding that the “Old Master,” as 
many of those who attended the former President’s regular con- 
ferences called him, was right. It all reduces itself to the simple 
truism that any president can start a controversy on anything by 
expressing himself openly. The high source of the comment is the 
thing that creates an issue. 

On the whole, the Truman press conferences have been entirely 
successful. If anything, they have been more productive than those 
under Mr. Roosevelt for the reason that he has attempted to an- 
swer all questions. 

There has been this notable difference: Mr. Roosevelt’s con- 
ferences usually were longer. He often used the White House gath- 
ering of newsmen as a stage for getting his ideas across to the 
country. He would pick out some theme, suggested by a question, 
and lecture on it sometimes for 15 or 20 minutes. A great conver- 
sationalist, he liked to take a subject apart and put it back to- 
gether for the benefit of his listeners, being careful all the while 
to weave into it his own philosophy. 

Mr. Truman’s conferences, on the other hand, are more business- 
like and more to the point. He has not adopted the practice of elabo- 
rating on his views as Mr. Roosevelt did. Usually he confines him- 
self to a yes or no answer, For that reason his conferences seldom 
run more than 10. or 15 minutes, whereas those of his predecessor 
almost always were double this length, and some went beyond an 
hour. 

In the long run, Mr. Truman would probably benefit by being 
less forthright in some of his answers.

Extortioners 


President Truman’s audacious 
program of 2,700,000 new homes 
to be byilt or put together by the 
end of 1947, outlined by Wilson 
Wyatt, his new housing adminis- 
trator, inevitably calls for another 
round of roodles with union rack- 
eteers and crooked contractors 
preying on the rest of us just as 
they have done in most big “proj- 
ects” of government enterprises, 
including war construction and 
production. 

The plan is set in motion just in 
time to revive the graft of a pack 
of cynical parasites who had found 
themselves idle upon the comple- 
tion of the training camps, flying 
fields and war factories. It wanly 
pines for some reasonable conces- 
sions on the part of licensed loot- 
ers in the public interest and 
makes a special, but futile, appeal 
to a theoretical sense of decency 
for the sake of homeless veterans 
of the fighting war. 


ALL EXPERIENCE shows that 
we might as well appeal to a Com- 
munist’s sense of honor or the 
sporting instincts of a weasel in a 
hen-house. 

The only protection lies in pre 
vention by law, and congress will 
fail us there, because the Demo- 
crats are the patron party of the 
racketeers and the Republicans 
will continue their policy of avoid- 
ing responsibility for cleaning up 
a mess created by their opposition. 

However, the program is feasi- 
ble, at an unnecessarily high price 
and the need is so desperate that 
we probably will submit to the ex- 
tortion. 

This is going to mean a revival 
of the incredibly bold rackets of 


the common laborers — locals on 
most of the sites, the same locals 
that charged thousands of farmers 
and other casual workers from $25 
to $55 each for “initiation” when 
the sites were being cleared and 
the building was in progress as the 
nation turned to war. 


IT WOULD BE a fine discrimi- 
natior to say that this is the dirti- 
est of the AFL unions for the 
Teamsters, the Movie Employes 
and the Building Service Workers’ 
Unions have comparable records 
as has the operating engineers. 
For 30 years it never held a con- 
vention and, as the old gangsters 
sickened and died, they were suc- 
ceeded by patient subordinates un- 
til, at last, the entire official ros- 
ter, with one unimportant excep- 
tion, was made up of self-elected 
bosses whose quarter of a million 
subjects had never had a chance 
to vote and yet were compelled by 
the Roosevelt government to pay 
them tribute and submit to their 
brutal discipline. 

This vile history was exposed in 
these essays shortly before the na- 
tion swung into the war effort and 
was placed in public record in 
hearings of the House Judiciary 
Committee in Washington. Yet the 
shakedowns continued all over the 
land and included an astonishing 
feat of daylight looting in the very 
capital itself, and the same crooks 
will not be rude enough to decline 
this invitation to do it again in the 
housing program. 


THE VETERANS, whose hous- 
ing problem is emphasized for 
emotional appeal in this bold plan 
set forth by Mr. Wyatt, will dis- 
cover that they are, as one prac- 
tical unioneer put it, “a dime a 
dozen” and will not only pay at 
least $25 and as much as $300 for 
union initiation, plus dues and pe 
riodic shakedowns, but, in buying 
their homes or renting them, will 
get the bill for a most ingenious 
system of mock-work and organ- 
ized loafing. Like so many of the 
war workers, thousands of them 
will be laid off by crooked con- 
tractors, in collusion with. the 
union gangsters, as soon as they 
have paid the installments on 
their initiation fees, to make room 
for new initiates, and their gov- 
ernment will express its gratitude 
for their service in the war by up- 
holding and protecting the crooks 
as “labor leaders.” 


« MR. WYATT’S plan speaks con- 
fidently of fabricated houses as- 
sembled “on site” and prefabricat- 
ed dwellings in airy disregard -of 
artificial restraints against not 
only such large units but even fac- 
tory-twisted steel rods for use in 
reinforced concrete work and 
against pipe threaded in factories 
and sheet plaster. If the use of 
sheet plaster is permitted, the 
price of labor will be set at a fig- 
ure not only high enough to frus- 
trate economy but in many places 
high enough to pay for three lay- 
ers of plaster done by hand where- 
as two coats are quite enough. 

The’ contractors in many locali- 
ties also have their unions or “as- 
sociations” of “recognized” firms 
whose only purpose is to exclude 
competition from their fields. By 
contracts with the bosses of the 
building trades unions they are 
able to keep labor away from “‘in- 
dependent” projects undertaken 
by outsiders and the result, of 
course, is that they monopolize 
and distribute the business among 
themselves and pay labor as much 
as the traffic will bear. Wage 
rates and mock-work rules mean 
nothing to them because, with no 
competition, they can set their 
prices accordingly, plus their 
profits. 

Mr. Wyatt’s long discussion of 
his plan contains many recom- 
mendations but no frank consid- 
eration of these facts which are 
the reason why new homes are not 
being built by individuals or spec- 
ulators and will not be. His legis- 
lative proposals bashfully duck 
the subject. : 


STILL, it is a feasible plan on 
the assumption that for every $2 
worth of housing, the buyer, rent- 
er or the whole body of taxpayers, 
via the treasury, shall pay a third 
dollar of tribute to licensed and 
privileged extortioners.

A Return 


To Talmadge? 


ATLANTA, — This state went 
through an era only a few years 
ago which may best be described 
by the name “Gene Talmadge.”

GEORGIA ROSE UP, defeated 
Gene Talmadge, shook all that off 
and elected young Ellis Arnall gov- 
ernor, He reversed the trend. He 
swept away all vestiges of Tal- 
madgeism, straightened out the 
university situation and got the 
university restored to the accred- 
He instituted numerous 
reforms in the state government 
with the hearty support of the peo- 
ple, put Georgia's finances in or- 
der, and sponsored a new state 
constitution. 


GOV. ARNALL cannot run to 
succeed himself because of a pro- 
vision in the new state constitu- 
tion, so again the figure of Gene 
Talmadge rises up. 

He wants to be governor again. 
He has a faithful and consider- 
able “do-or-die-for-old-Gene” fol- 
lowing. It is a minority, but with 
several others aspiring for Gov. 
Arnall’s mantle, as now seems cer- 
tain, he might be elected again 
through a split vote. That is the 
threat. The primary is in Septem- 
ber. Gene Talmadge’s support lies 
among the less favored folks of 
the state who are attracted to his 
salty clowning. Even as with Huey 
Long in Louisiana a few years ago, 
he gives them a good show. But 
he also has the quiet support of 
some of the entrenched big inter- 
ests of the state who previously 
have found him useful. 

Sensing the Talmadge threat, 
friends of Gov. Arnall, with sup- 
port of most of the state’s news- 
Papers and a majority of the peo- 
ple, twice tried in the legislature 
to remove the baw in the consti- 
tution which prevents Gov. Arnall 
from standing for re-election. They 
won in the senate each time, but 
lost in the house where their ef- 
forts were thwarted by adherents 
of three aspirants for governor— 
Gene Talmadge, ex-Gov. Ed Riv- 
ers, and Speaker of the House Roy 
Harris—and by the influence of 
big financial and industrial inter- 
ests who want no more of Gov. 
Arnall’s brand of progressivism. 


GOV. ARNALL is a powerful 
figure in the state. He will ex- 
ert a strong influence in the race 
for his successor, and the people 
are counting upon him. He has 
announced he will not support any 
of the three named above. He 
says he is waiting for the appear- 
ance of “a people’s candidate.” Un- 
doubtedly he will have something 
to do in bringing out such a can- 
didate.

The Boston 
Garden, attempting to follow the footsteps of the basketball! ort 
ram of Madison Square Garden, scheduled a program of basketbal 
_ sarc the present season that was very successful. Success was 
secured in spite of the fact that some of the games included teams 
that were not of a high-ranking caliber. However, it was my privi- 
lege and opportunity to see in action some of the best teams in the 
east and to enjoy some very close contests. 
“The teams showing the most ability and better talent in the 
games played in the Boston Garden were N. Y. U., Rhode Island | 
State. St. John’s, Temple, Holy Cross, Valparaiso, Dartmouth and | 
Bowling Green. Neither Harvard nor Yale played in the Garden | 
but each have teams that would rank very high in a national rating. | 
It is my personal opinion that any one of these teams mentioned, | 
on a certain night, might win from any one of the other teams. | 
I would say that the outstanding players of all of these teams are 
Lavelli, of Yale; Gray, of Harvard; Calverley, of Rhode Island State; 
Kafton,. of Holy Cross; Bovkof, of St. John’s, and Tennebaum, of 
N. Y. U. If I had to select one from this group as the outstanding 
individual player, it would be Calverley, of Rhode Island State, wno 
is perhaps the best ball handler I have seen in years. 
“Holy Cross had five men who played almost the entire 
time and when forced to substitute was weakened consider- 
ably. The only weakness of the starting five was their center, 
and this boy improved quite a bit during the season. The 
team from N. Y. U. was composed of a big center and four 
little boys who could handle the ball especially well. The 
success was due to their ball handling and passing ability 
along with their very fine shooting talent. VLavelli, of Yale, 
is a freshman about 6’ 3” tall and is accustomed to playing in 
the hole. The individual scoring record for New England is 
held by Lavelli with 39 points against Army. He is from 
Somerville High school, which is right alongside of Cam- 
bridge, and I have seen him now for three seasons.

Merrill Lynch 
Hits New High 


?In 1945 Income 


The sixth annual report of Mer- 
rill Lynch, Pierce, Fenner and 
Beane, released today, shows new 
high records in gross and net in- 
come, and also in assets and capi- 
tal funds, for 1945. Expenses and 
taxes likewise hit new high marks. 

Reflecting the effect of policies, 
plans, and efforts as well as in- 
creased business activity, gross in- 
come from stock and commodity 


transactions, underwritings, inter- 
est, etc., amounted to $28,091,993 
compared with $18,662,459 in 1944. 


Expenses were $19,257,929, an 
increase of $5,079,047 over 1944. 
Bonuses to employes were $1,176,- 
274 and contributions to employes’ 
profit sharing were $942,340—a 
total of $2,118,623. 

Net income was $8,834,063 after 
partners’ salaries and interest on 
capital of 6 per cent per annum. 
Charitable and educational con- 
tributions totaled $1,045,176 and 
federal and state income taxes 
estimated at $6,500,000 left a bal- 
ance of $1,288,887, divided among 
75 partners. This compares with 
$4,483,576 before charitable con- 
tributions and taxes and $921,733 
after taxes in 1944.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 


—/P)—-Maj. Gen. Leslie Groves told sen- 


ators Wednesday legislation to control atomic energy should be shaped 
with the idea that the new power will be used primarily as a military 


weapon. 

The chief of the 
bettan district project, which de 
veloped the atom bomb, expressed 
belief atomic energy would be de- 
voted chiefly to military uses “at 
least until we know there 
going to be any more war.” 

Emphasizing that he was voic- 
ing personal views and not those 
the War Department, he ex- 
pressed doubt that the world 
micht attain a condition of “sta 
ble peace.’ In response to ques 
tions of Sen. Milliken, Democrat, 
Colorado. he commented: 

“I do not believe that we shall 
ever shift to a state where 
shall ever make sure there will be 
no war.’

Scan Baby 
Daily at 
Bath Time 


By LETTICE LEE STREETT 

Splinters can be a nuisance and 
they can be dangerous, too. Yet 
it seems almost impossible to keep 
a baby in his pen all the time 
even if they do sometimes meet 
with splinters. Very often they 
ere not painful after the first jolt 
s0 the baby may forget all about 
it in the excitement of creeping. 
Tonsegquently, mother may not 
notice the presence of the wooden 
sliver until the small digit has 
turned an angry red anc the baby 
restless and fussy. However, she 
would have if she had examined 
h’m carefully at bathtime. 

At every baby’s tubtime his 
mothers eye should be wide 
awake for any abnormal! physical 
figns such as discharge from any 
body openings, inflammation 
around these areas, skin peculiar- 
ities that might indicate the ap- 
proach of skin diseases, sore places 
on the fingers due to hang nails, 
crusty spots on the scalp, soreness 
in the deep creases of the neck, 
wrists and buttocks and so on. 

In fact, every little body should 
he given a careful inspection once 
@ day and bathtime is the most 
logical and efficient moment for 
this attention. 

But if the damage is done, it 
must be rectified, so let us return 
to our present important subject, 
s%linters. The best treatment is 
e'ways prevention, for babies are 
rimost bounc to run into them 
once they start crawling unpro- 
tected all over the house. It is 
best for the creeping baby to wear 
focks and shoes and I think that 
long overalls are 1 fine fashion, 
too. In spite of these precautions, 

you find a splinter in your 
baby's skin, here is + safe way to 
cope with it: 

Boil a pair of tweezers. Soak 
the splintered part in warm water 
if possible. Hold the tips of the 
tweezers in a flame for a fraction 


ofa minute. Wipe the area around 


the splinter with alcohol and hold 
one place firmly between the 
thumb and forefinger. Pick out 


the splinter with the tweezers. 


if, without forcing or bruising 
the flesh, you then can squeeze 


@ drop of blood out, all the better, 


because this cleans the small space | 


the splinter occupied. 


If you are unable to reach the 


fplinter with the tweezers a fine 
needie, also passed through a 
riatch flame, sometimes can find 
it Afterwards, touch the spot 
with alcohol. 
At any rate, this not infrequent 
peration should be _ performed 
ith a minimum ~siliow of con- 
fiernation on the mother’s part. If 
puts on an act and makes 
ich of a small situation (and 
is holds true of all bumps, 
bruises and scratches that occur 
uring childhood), the baby im- 
ediately will follow her lead and 
wl lustily whether he is in pain 
not.

Try Trimming 
Your Figure on 
Two Meatballs 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

With rationing off, it’s a pleas- 
ure to eat like Henry the Eighth. 
But it doesn’t follow that you can 
enjoy the same royal disregard 
for avoirdupois. You have to be 
a little cagier than the king! Luck- 
ily, in these enlightened days, it’s 
easy. 

They say you can’t get fat on 
one meatball; I say you can get 
slim on two! Stepping up the pro- 
tein makes you lose weight faster. 
Protein has a specific dynamic 
action that whips up the metabol- 
ism and burns the calories fast- 
er. It is a scientific fact that a 
liberal meat diet can increase the 
metabolism by as much as 18 per 
cent. All this means you can lose 
pounds at a faster clip by eating 
more protein. It’s weird but that’s 
how it works. . 

And by the way, there’s the ex- 
planation of the weight. gains on 
rationing—we had so much less 
protein. 

Science says we need from 60 
to 70 grams of protein a day. That 
amount is required to furnish the 
material for tissue wear and tear. 
More protein is just velvet if you 
are trying to reduce because the 
extra tends to burn itself off. A 
breakfast of one or two eggs and 
one thin slice of toast is more re- 
ducing than a breakfast of two 
slices of well-buttered toast. The 
reason is that more of the calories 
are in protein and fewer in fat 
and starch. But don’t add fat to 
the eggs in cooking. Have them 
poached, soft-boiled, baked, or 
scrambled in the top of the dou- 
ble boiler without the addition of 
any fat. One egg furnishes 7 
grams of protein and counts 75 
calories. 

Have protein for your luncheon 
mainstay—ham and cheese on rye 
bread with mustard and no but- 
ter. Or you might use a high- 
protein, low-calorie bread now 
available. For bulk and vitamins 
add to this a chopped green sal- 
ad or coleslaw and fresh fruit. Ev- 
ery meal should contain something 
hot, so have either hot tea or cof-

Another type of luncheon menu 
is hot soup made with one cup 
of skimmed milk. One cup of milk 
yields 7 grams of protein and, 
skimmed, only 80 calories. With 
the soup have a green salad with 
cottage cheese ball. Or if only 
one egg was used at breakfast 
have one, hard-cooked, with the 
chopped green salad. 

Build the dinner menu around 
lean meat, fish or fowl. A serv- 
ing of any one furnishes about 
28 grams of protein. Add a pota- 
to, a green or yellow vegetable, a 
light dessert, a glass of skimmed 
milk, and you have a perfect re- 
ducing meal.

In Notes to France, Britain 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—(UP)—The United States has advised 
Britain and France that it favors ousting the Francisco Franco regime 


in Spain and creating a temporary government that would permit the 


Spanish people freely to choose their own form of rule, authoritative 


sources said Wednesday. 

Its note reportedly opposes for- 
eign intervention, however, and 
States that it is anxious that any 
change-over be made _ without 
touching off another Spanish 
Civil war. 

Hence, it was implied, the 
United States feels that the tem- 
porary or “caretaker” govern- 
ment which replaces Franco, must 
be based on,the most stable ele- 
ments in Spain. It was intimated 
that such a regime even might 
have representation of the Span- 
ish army, the judiciary and other 
elements—provided it also in- 
cludes Spanish political exiles. 

The United States would want 
the interim government to agree 
to release political prisoners and 
permit free entry into Spain of 
political exiles. 

The State Department later con- 
firmed that a note had been sent 
“in regard to the situation in 
Spain,” but it declined details on 
grounds the two countries had not 
had time to reply. 

London dispatches reported that 
the United Sttaes proposed that 
Britain and France join it in de- 
nouncing the Franco regime and 
“recommend” a caretaker govern- 
ment to succeed it.
